TO FOLLOW CITY’S PLAN

Terminal Railroad Association, 
interview with a Post-Dispatch 
er Wednesday, after admitting that the 
growth of the commerce of St. Louts 
within the next three years would ren- 
der the present terminal facilities in- 
adequate for handling local freight 
traffic, said that the fourteen proprie-

tary lines would be prepared to furnish 


the additional facilities through the 
Terminal Association provided the nec- 
essary franchise ordinances are enact- 
ed by the Municipal Assembly. 

“The sentiment of the railroads re- 
garding the present terminal situation 
in St. Louls was summarized in a few 
words in the _ resolution adopted at 
Tuesday's meeting,’’ said President Mc- 
Chesney. ‘“‘This resolution stated that 
the officials of the St. Louis lines are 
impressed with tlhe necessity of pro- 
viding facilities for additional traffic, 
‘and that as rapidly as conditions per- 
mit, facilities along the general lines 
recommended by the Municipal Bridge 
and Terminal Commission will be furn- 
ished through the Terminal Association. 

“The executive board of the Terminal 
Association will take up the terminal 
question with the municipal commis- 
sion with a view of working out a plan 
for increasing the freight traffic facil- 
ities in St. Louis. The Terminal As- 
sociation has a plan of its own which 
I prepared and submitted to the board 
of directors. This plan is not material- 
ly different from the plan of the mu- 
nicipal commission. The Terminal As- 
sociation is willing to accept such fea- 
tures of the commission's plan as seem 
to be practical and meet the require- 
ments for increased facilities. 


Says Railroads Are Interested. 


“The commerce of St. Isouts Its increas- 
ing rapidiy. ‘The railroads are much 


more interested in furnishing facilities 
for handling the traffic than they have 
— credit for. The Executive 
Committee of the Terminal Association 
and the Municipal Commission will, in 
their meetings, consder the terminal

“T am not any older.

gray haired and bald, but we never 
get old.

The Municipal Bridge and Terminal! 
Commission, under the ordinance creat- 
ing it, has the power to investigate the 
nature of the hindrances to commerce 
in St. Louis. and to determine the meas- 
ures necessary to remove them, and to 
recommend what action the city of St. 
Louis shall take in connection there- 
With. 

In an address to the railroad men 
present at the conference the commis- 
sion quoted the following section from 
the ordinance to explain to the railroad 
men what it was trying to accomplish: 

‘1. To investigate and determine the 
nature and extent of the hindrances to 
the commerce of St. Louis, whether as 
regards delay or inconvenience in the 
handling of freight or disadvantageous 
charges or methods of shipping or bill- 
ing of freight, or in any other regard. 

“9 After the commission shall have 
determined what hindrances and dis- 
advantages to St. Louis commerce do in 
fact exist, then the commission shall 
further determine what must be done to 
correct said existing hindrances to the 
commerce of St. Louls. The commission 
shall determine and announce what por- 
tion of the necessary remedial " 
shall be undertaken by the city of St. 
Louis as a municipality, and what por- 
tion by the citizens thereof or by asso- 
ciations of citizens, to the end that all 
the people of St. Louis may know the 
facts as they exist, and being convinced 
as to the best way to remedy the sit- 
uation, may all unite their efforts to 
accomplish practical relief. 

“2 ‘The commission shall further pre- 
mare and cause to be introduced into 
he Municipal Assembly such ordinances 
as may be necessary t enable the city 
of St. Louis to do its Part towards the 
correction of existing hindrances to the 
commerce of the city, as far as may 
seem to the commission to be right and 
proper for the municipality to under- 
take, such as constructing, acquiring. 
operating or controlling bridges, track- 
age, transfer boats or other transporta- 
tion facilities.”’

The statement was made that the 
commission had succeeded in having the 
bridge arbitrary reduced one-half, and 
that it was hoped the railroads would 
eventually abolish it entirely and con- 
sider St. Louis and East St. Louis on 
one freight district. 

Plan Includes Poplar Street Bridge. 


The plans provide for 
team track capacity from Twelfth to 
Eighteenth street and in the Comptor 
avenue yvards; for building several large 
freight depots convenient to the center 
of freight traffic and at the foot of 
Washington avenue. 

It is also suggested that the city con- 
struct across the river at the foot of 
Poplar street a four-track cantilever 
railroad bridge, and that it then be ex- 
changed for the Eads Bridge, which 
shall be used as a free bridge. 

This plan is not considered feasible 
under the provisions of the ordinance, 
which requires the city to build a free 
bridge for all kinds of traffic. It is be- 
lieved that under a strict construction 
gf the ordinances a railroad brige could 
not be constructed, and that no ex- 
change of bridges could be made after 
it was built, for the reason that the 
city is required to construct a_ bridge 
that shall forever remain free for all 
kinds of traffic. 

Mr. Perkins stated that he had made 
some changes in his original plans, but 
they would not be made publie now..

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OUR MANNERS IMPROVE — 


From the North American Review. 
UR manners are improving. The change is not 
marked, but is taking place, nevertheless, in 
that gradual manner which is best because it 
makes for permanence. Time was in this hardy young 
land when the grace of the Frenchman in particular 
evoked a contemptuous sneer as befitting only effemi. 
nate eaters of frogs; but travel has worn away much 
of this prejudice, and no sight is more common in 
Paris nowadays than that of American visitors beam- 
ing sympatheticaliy, yet with rare attempt at emu- 
lation, upon manifestations of courtesy which once 
would have seemed to them absurd. ¢ « « 
It is not—at this time—our purpose to scold: we 
wish only to note the gradual removal of a just Cause 
of reproach against Americans by older peoples and 
to encourage a gratifying tendency. It is not true. 
as declared in the form of mottoes upon the Walls of ‘ 
a famous boys’ school in England, that “manners 
make the man,” but they help: and, much as we may 
despise them as a mere outer garment and super- 
ficial soul-covering, we carnot ignore the fact that 
they are still vital conditions of soctal intercourse 
and afford much of the charm without which .extst- 
ence would be unendurable. Beautiful manners are 
as captivating as a beautiful face or hand or form, 
and, unlike these, may be acquired. To be born and 
bred well is a great blessing. but it is not necessary 
to chide fortune, as Shakspeare did. for not having 
provided better for his life 


“than public means which public manners breed.” 
Suavity and gentleness cost only a little neit-bb 
straint and a little thought now and then, and yet 
they not only occasion much pleasure to others, but 
save ourselves much of the tumult and uglinese and 
embroilment of life. Lucky, indeed, is that deserv edly 
popular woman, American born and English bred, 
who once said to us, “I am always polite because it 
is so much trouble to be rude.” After all, we cannot 
be very much better than our manners, any more 
than our clothes can surpass our taste, but it may 
be that goodness can be developed in the tnner con- 
sciousness by outer conditions. At afy rate, we know 
one ‘woman who smiles continuously because she firm- 
ly believes that, if she persistently wears the ex- 
rpression of harmony, the inner mood will respond. We 
are unable to perceive a very considerable change as 
yet, and we must admit frankly that we could not 
endure for long an unyielding smile; and yet we 
have no doubt that considerate manners would tn 
time tend to the development, in part, of the ite 
ward gentleness of which some of us still stand 
somewhat in need.

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LEW WALLACE 


From the Chicago Inter-Ocean. 
NE of the most fascinating literary 
@ productions of the year is “Lew 

Wallace: An Autobiography.” 
The work is divided into two parts, the 
first of which was prepared for publica- 
tion by Wallace himself and the second 
by his widow. The first part brings the 
narrative to July 9, 1864, and ends with 
the battle of Monocacy Junction. 

Wallace’s account of his boyhood and 
youth forms one of the most interesting 
parts of the waole work. Seldom has 
a more human boy been revealed in 
print. Forest and stream had an Iirre- 
sistible attraction for him, and the call 
of the wild was so strong and insistent 
that he narrowly escaped becoming an 
incorrigible: vagabond. 

In 1832, when: Lew was 5 years old, 
the Wallace family settled in Covington, 
Ind., on the banks of the Wabash. The 
river Was a magnet to the boy, and in 
his sixth year he began to run away at 
every opportunity to spend whole days 
with the ferryman, though his mother 
tied him to the bedpost and even put 
girl's dresses on him. When his moth- 
er died the boy ran wild. Though sup- 
posed to be in school, he spent his sum- 
mers in the woods and on the river, and 
hig winters sledding and trapping birds. 

At the age of 9 he ran away to Craw- 
fordsville to be with his elder brother, 
Willlam, who was in colege. Out of 
consideration for his father, who was 
then Lieutenant-Governor, the lad was 
taken into the preparatory department. 
Punished for playing truant, he escaped. 
Then he was sent to a country school 
kept by a clergyman, who chided him 
thoroughly every time he ran away, 
but even the whippings could not keep 
him away from the woods. 

In 1837, his father, having been elected 
Governor, took him to Indianapolis and 
put him in school. Young Wallace con- 
ceived a passionate adoration for art, 





from hanging around the studio of an’ 


artist, and painted a picture in the home 
attic with a brush made from a dogs 
tail, castor oil abstracted from the 
medicine chest, and colors taken from 
the studio. Next he drew a rabbit on 
the school blackboard end put the teach- 
er’s face on it. The teacher whipped 
him till the blood ran down his bare legs 
and then told him to erase the rabbit. 
Wallace refused, jumped out of the win- 
dow, afd nevér stopped running tfll he 
was three. miles away and safe in the 
home of a farmer friend. 

When he was 16 he took advantage of 
his father’s absence to “‘represent’’ him 
at a Harrison convention in Tippecanoe. 
Says Wallace: “That my delegacy was 
by self-appointment did not, as I saw 
it then, interfere with its attractiveness. 
In plainer terms, I ran away.’ Next he 
and another boy started down the river 
in an armed and provisioned skiff bound 
for the Texan war of independence, 
only to be overtaken by a constable ten 
miles down stream and ignominiously 
brought back to Indianapolis. 

In the meantime the boy had discov- 
ered the treasures in the Capitol library 
and was reading omnivorously and writ- 
ing poetry and novels. He gives the 
plot of a remance of the tenth century, 
completed about this time, but never 
published. 

In an attempt to force a sense of re- 
sponsibility upon the boy his father 
turned him loose on the world and told 
him to earn his own living. This suited 
him exactly, and to everyone’s surprise 
he went to work in the County Clerk's 
office and steadied down. To be sure, 
he celebrated his first payday by. buying 
a rifle and going squirrel hunting, but 
thereafter the call of the wild was not 
allowed to interfere with anything of 
importance. 

This is the boy who later achieved 
success in several walks of life. Wal- 
lace, writing in his sixty-ninth year, 
says it was because he was s0 full of vi- 
tality that ‘‘going was life.”” He also 
draws this lesson from his experience: 
“Whoso lays his hand heavily on a boy 
of spirit such as I am describing is him- 
self an offender in far greater degree 
than his victim. The schoolmaster who 
cannot discriminate between pupils 
lacks the first essential to perfection in 
an honorable calling.’

Wallace, in writing to his wife, used

Henry Blossom, St. Louis Most Successful Playwright, 
Chats About Making Musical Plays and Straight Comedies, 
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SOME CONVERSATIONA 
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He Believes in a Good Plot and Sane Fun in Musical Comedy, and 
Has Even Put Some Melodrama Into ‘‘The Red Mill’’—The 
Story Itself Must Suggest the Bright Lines That 
Characterize It—Is Now Writing a New Play. 


BY RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS, 
MILING a bit shamefacedly when I 


S the embarrassment of his curtain- 
speech after the first act of ‘‘M’lle 
Modiste’’ at the Olympic the night be- 
fore, Henry M. Blossom Jr. made an- 
swer: 

“It’s all very well to laugh, but a cur- 
tain speech is no laughing matter, all 
the same. Here in one’s own town, too, 
with ever so many people out in front 
whom one knows, it’s doubly trying. I 
don’t think I’m any more nervous than 
the average man, but, for some reason, 
I found it impossible to sleep over three 
or four hours last night, when it was 
all done and past.” 

There’s a curious little twinkle of 
amusement comes into Blossom's half- 
closed eyes when he speaks of himself, 
as if he were enjoying the discomfiture 


of some other fellow, and I honestly be- 


lieve that he’s just modest enough to 
make a curtain speech quite an ordeal 
to him. He looks the “Junior” pari of 
his name, too, an absurdly young man, 
dapper and stripling-like, remembering 
that he has written four smashing stage 
successes—‘Checkers,” “The Yankee 
Consul,”’ ‘“‘M’lle Modiste” and “The Red 
Mill” and that only one of his total of 
five plays, ‘A Fair Exchange,’ his falled 
to make a dead-center shot. That's a 
rattling good record for a smug, smooth- 
faced: youngster who looks as if he had 


just come out, of college,; but Blossom 
is not in the least self-complacent about 


“I'm at work on another play now,” 
he said, when I began to question him. 
‘It will be a straight comedy, a dram- 
atization of a very delightful little story 
I read some time ago ‘The Transfigura~- 
tion of Miss Philura,’ and that, aiso, 
will be the title of my new play. I 
can’t just say when I shall be done with 
it, but L hope it will be in time for next 
season. 

Comedy, Straight and Musical. 


“J began, you know, with straight 
comedy in ‘Checkers,’ although I had 
already finished ‘The Yankee Consul,’ 
with Alfred G. Robyn of St Louis as 
composer of the score, before ‘Checkers’ 
was produced. But I had already sold 
the play at that time.’’ 

“Tl had heard,’’ I said, 
comparatively unknown at that time, 
you sold ‘Checkers’ outright at a 


ridiculously low figure—something like 
Is that true?’ 


“Well, not quite,’’ said Blossom, smil- 
ing again. “I sold it for $15,000—that is, 
I was to receive royalties on its produc- 
tion until the royalties reached that 
amount, when they would cease. 1 
would have made very much moro from 
it if I hadn't sold it on such terms.” 


“Which do you prefer to write, 
straight comedy or musical comedy?’ 1 
asked. 

“Here’s the difference,’ explained 
Rlossum. who used to be a clerk in his 
father’s St. Louis insurance office and 
who still talks like an enterprising 
young business man, eager to impress 
his own point of view on his listener's 
mind.. He hitched his chair up closer, 
leaned ore elbow on his knee and used 
an index ringer for punctuation marks: 
“A fellow who writes a successful com- 
edy gets all the credit that's coming to 
him. In addition, his work is classed 
higher than if he had merely written the 
book for a musical comedy—this fact 
being because the average musical com- 
edy librettist makes no effort whatever 
to conform to the rules of construction 
and unity that govern dramatic writing 
and depends largely upon buffoonery 
and horse-play for his fun. Conse- 
quently, the writer of straight comedy 
occupies a higher position than the 
musical comedy librettist. 

“Again, too, the writer of a musica]

comedy book is the scapegoat of the 
production, If the musical comedy suc- 
ceeds, the credit goes mostly to the com- 
poser—of course, it’s different here in 
my own town, but elsewhere ‘M’lle 
Modiste,’ for example, is spoken of as 
Victor Herbert's opera. But if the thing 
fails, then everybody lays the .blame 
on the man who wrote the libretto. ‘I 
did my best,’ says the composer, ‘but 
who the deuce could compose good mu- 
sic to the lyrics which this fellow wrote 
for me?’ ‘I put in a lot of my own fun- 
ny business,’ says the leading comedian. 
‘but no man on earth could get laughs 
with the lines the. librettist gave me— 
and. of course, I had to use a lot 
of his lines because they explained 
what the story was all about. And they 
were punk—just punk!’ So there you 


are—the librettist gets it good and hard: 


in the neck in the event of failure. and 
gets no particular glory when the play 
succeeds, 

“The Red Mill and Bright Lines. 

“Yes, it’s true that "The Red Mill’ ts 
the big New York success of this sea- 
son, and it’s a musical comedy along 
new lines, too. with a real plot and a 
Strong stury. Why, there's even a big 
melodrama scene in one of its acts, 
melodrama in earnest, not burlesque— 
and the public likes that feature of it 
immensely. How does it happen that 
Montgomery and Stone came to be se- 
lected for its leading comedy parts? 
Well, Dillingham already had 'em un- 
der contract. and it struck him that 
they'd be the very men for the chief 
comedy parts. and it was my idea that, 
if we used ’em at all, we'd better get 
them as far away as possible from their 
line of work in ‘The Wizard of Oz’—so 
that’s why they play straight parts in 
‘The Red Mill.’ making up in disguises 
only as the story requires incidentally 
once or twice, and not offering material 
for invidious comparisons with their 
Wizard’ business. One of the biggest 
hits they make in ‘The Red Mill’ is when 
they appear as Sherlock Holmes and 
Dr. Watson—why, even William Gil- 
lette came behind the scenes to con- 
gratulate ’em, and sald that maybe he'd 
have made a better Sherlock Holmes if 
he had learned how to dance. They're 
even a bigger hit in ‘Tiss Red Mill’ than 
ever they were in ‘The Wizard of Oz'— 
and that’s saying a whole lot.” 

Just here I asked Mr. Blossom how he 
went about devising bright lines for his 
comedies and musical comedy librettos. 

“I don’t keep a memorandum book 
for such things,” he laughed in reply. 
“One can't do it successfully—they’ve 
got to be suggested by the play and 


the characters themselves. A line that’s 
been jotted down without regard to 
any special story or special situation 
can't nroperly be dragged in by the 
neck and made effective. Even if it's 
the brightest line in the world, per 86, 
it won't be entirely effective unless it 
springs from the story itself. About 
the only thing that I jot down in he 
way of memoranda to help me in my 
work are titles that strike me as be- 
ing worth while for plays. I have quite 
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a number of these, and I add to them 
whenever a new idea comes to me. My 
plays themselves, their story and their 
situations build themselves in my mind 
before I begin the writing of them. 
And the writing of musical comedies is 
a pleasant task——it takes one’s mind 
off other matters. and becomes tremen- 
dously interesting. 

“And it’s my theory that a musical 
comedy should have a good, sane com- 
edy plot, not merely a jumble of non- 
sense, with just enough coherence to 
carry it through to some sort of a fin- 
ish. I've tried to make a good plot for 
‘M’lle Modiste,’ and for ‘The Red Mill,’ 
and whatever Il may do in this line 
hereafter will be on the same principle. 
The playgoing public appreciates a gen- 
uine story, with comedy instead of 
sheer absurdit'y. in its makeup, and the 
man that gives them such a_ story, 
with good music, will be successful. I 
shouldn’t be at all surprised if musical 
comedy drew very close to. straight 
eomedy in the near future, and the 
change will certainly be for the better.’’ 

And here the St. Louis playwright, 
who’s a much bigger figure in New 
York than in his own home, thanks to 
humanity's trick of not fullv recoeniz- 
ing ability at close range and in in- 
timate touch, arose with a laugh. “I've 
talked enough about myself,’’ he said. 
“By the way, how is Mrs. JU.angtry, 
over at tne Columbia? Mi® Scheff 
wants to see her at today’s matinee, 
and IYI think I'll go over and arrange 
for a box. How did you like Fritzl 
Scheff last nisht? Good? I’m glad to 
hear it. She's a genuine comedienne 
and she has been a great hit in this 
piece Well, good-bv. Look me up 
whenever you corne to New York. I'm 
going back there this week.”

PETERSBURG, Jan. 9.—Lieuten- 
ant-General Vladimir Pavloff, the mil-

The crime was ciapued deliberately 
and showed evidence of the same care- 
ful preparation which was character- 
istic of the murders of Gens. Ignatieff 
and Von der Launitz, and undoubtedly 
Was carried out by the same organiza- 
tion, which, it is reported, has sentenced 
iimperor Nicholas and several of the 
ministers to death. 

The aSsassin, who wore the uniform 
ofa military clerk attached to the court, 
t 1 in Obtaintng entrance to the 
garden under the pretext of submitting 
a report to the military procurator. He 
approached the General within a short 
time, drew an automatic pistol and dis-

pired while being carried to his apart- 
ments. From the nature of the wounds, 
it appeared that the steel-jacketed bul- 
lets Were flattened at their ends in or- 
der that they might infiilect more serious 
wounds.

A policeman stationed in front of 
the Imperial Opera House attempted to 
seize the assassin, but was shot 
by the latter, who turned and 
fire on his pursuers, wounding a 
The assassin then resumed his flight 
through the streets, firing at the police 
officers and house porters who attempt.

Ex-Governor Tells Iowa Club 
Present System Has Out- 
lived Its N ecessity. 


WATERLOO, Io., Jan. —Former 
Gov. Horace Boies addressed the Jack- 
son Club on the subject, ‘“‘Currency Re- 
form,” last night. He said: 

“Our national banking system may 
have been a necessity of the time when 
it was conceived.

Ought to have done, it has steadily pro- 
gressed in the opposite direction until 
it has removed every safeguard but that 
one that was originally designed for 
the protection of the public. 

“Today it is before Congress with a 
measure that proposes to remove the 
last of these safeguards and allow the 
national banks of the country to issue 
$200,000,000 of private corporations 
circulating medium of the country 
without a guarantee of any kind for 
their redemption, other than the person- 
al lability of the issuing corporations 
backed by a bare three cents deposited 
with the treasury for each dollar so to 
be issued. 

“Instead of an effort on the part of 
Congress to comply with both the letter 
and spirit of the constitution, as inter- 
preted by the highest court of the na- 
tion, and supply the country with a cur- 
rency that is in fact what it puports 
to be, the effort has constantly been to 
withdraw, as far as possible from cir- 
culation, what little lawful Money must 
necessarily be had, and fill its place 
with the illegitimate promissory notes 
of private corporations to circulate as 
money for the personal gain of individ- 
uals, instead of the general welfare of 
the great mass of our people..”
